DNR Releases 
2011-12 Deer 
Harvest Numbers 


Maryland deer hunters 
harvested 98,029 deer during 
the 2011-2012 baw, muzzle- 
loader, and firearm seasons 
combined. This figure is simi 
lar to last year's harvest total 
of 98,663 deer. The antlered 
harvest increased 3 percent 
to 34,416 this year, while the 
antlerless harvest declined 3 
percent to 63,613 deer. The 
harvest totals include 2,657 
sika deer; a 4 percent decrease 
from last year's total for this 
species 

"Deer harvest results this 
year were the fourth high- 
est on record and similar to 
last year's,” said Brian Eyler, 
DNR deer project leader 

All data indicate that we 
have a healthy and abundant 
deer herd in most areas. Hunt 
ers are becoming very aware 
that putting venison on the 
table provides an excellent 
source of healthful and sus 


tainable food, while contrib 
uting to the overall manage- 
ment of these species." 

In Garrett, Allegany, and 
western Washington coun- 
ties (known as Region A to 
DNR's deer management 
team), hunters reported tak- 
ing 10,358 deer this year, a 
number up 11 percent from 
2010-11 


Thic region's ant 
lered harvest increased 8 
percent to 5,827, and the 
antlerless harvest increased 
16 percent to 4,531 

The reported harvest in 
the remainder of the state 
(Region B) declined 2 per- 
cent to 87,671 deer this year, 
while the antlered harvest 
increased 2 percent to 28,589 
deer, and the antlerless har 
vest decreased 4 percent to 
59,082 deer 

Frederick County once 
again led Maryland in harvest 
totals with 8,378 deer, fol 
lowed by Baltimore County

Jill Schaumloeffel Hams It Up 


With Garrett College Students

Jill Schaumloeffel, interim 
professor of information 
systems at Garrett College, 
has a long-standing personal 
interest in a special form of 
information system — the 
ham radio. Her expertise, 
developed over the last 30 
or so years, is shared with 
the students who take her 
ham radio classes through 
the Continuing Education 
& Workforce Development 
Division of GC 

"Il became interested in 
amateur radio while in col- 
lege in the late 1970s," she 
Schaumloeffel said. "Several 
of my classmates were in 
volved in ham radio as a natu- 
ral extension of our studies in 
electrical engineering. I en- 
joyed designing the antennas 
since I was a radio frequency 
engineer at the time." 

It wasn't until Schaum- 
loeffel took a position with 
the U.S. Department of De- 
fense in Germany that she 
began studying the practical 
ipplication of radio commu 
nication along with the Fed 
eral Communication Com- 
mission rules and regulations 
regarding ham radio. In addi 
tion, she learned Morse code, 
which was required in order 
to take the exam to obtain a 
technician class license. Hav- 
ing accomplished all this, she 
was given her license along 
with the FCC call sign she 
would use 

"I became N2JLC," she 
said 

Schaumloeffel would later 
upgrade this license to FCC 
general class, enabling her 
to provide more services to 
others learning to become 
amateur radio operators. She 
described her sojourn at the 
summer Instructor's Institute 
sponsored by the Amateur 
Radio Relay League (ARRL) 

"I spent a week at ARRL 
headquarters with 12 other in- 
structors to learn lots of neat 
and engaging activities about 
wireless Communications to 
use in our classrooms," she 
said. "We learned about basic 
radio operations, communi- 
cating with satellites, we built 
and programmed a working 
robot, and got to operate the 
top-of-the-line radio equip 
ment at the ARRL radio sta 
ion WLAW. | use these skills 
when teaching the ham radio 
lasses offered here at Garrett 
College

"Since the medical sup- 
plies and products we use 
on real emergency calls have 
expiration dates, many of 
the squads in Allegany and 
Garrett counties donate their 
expued supplies ‘uU SimLab 
to be used for our simulated 
calls.”

zach year, students from 

aryland School for the 

Blind (MSB) in Baltimore 
work hard to earn the right 
to come to Garrett County 
The adventure on the ski 
slopes is a reward for good 
behavior and excellent grades 
at the school, where about 
124 students live full-time 
If they perform well, they 
know they have the chance to 
travel to Garrett County and 
Wisp Resort for three days of 
fun 

While they are working 
toward that goal, members of 
the Deep Creek Lions Club 
and extended volunteers are 
also hard at it, too, planning 
for the year's excursions 
Each winter, the Lions bring 
three groups of students to 
Wisp for two full days of 


skiing. Many area people 
get involved in the process, 
including high school stu- 
dents who are good skiers 
and who like to pitch in as 
guides. 

Barbara Law, a teacher at 
both Northern and Southern 
high schools, coordinates 
the students each year. She 
taught chiefly at Northern 
for more than 20 years before 
moving to Southern, so the 
student "bold guides" have 
chiefly come from NHS in 
the past. She has worked 
hard to involve more students 
from Southern, and did get 
a few more this year. She 
hopes to continue that trend 
and have groups of volun- 
teers from both county high 
schools 

Linda Buchanon, another 
local resident, has volun- 
teered her time for 16 years to 
organize the adults who take 
part in the program 

Tom Wenzel, a Lion and 
a volunteer with the program 
since 1991, said Wisp Resort 
has always provided free 
lift tickets to the students 
as well as the volunteers 
who may not have their own 
passes. 

"A lot of people don't 
know that Wisp does that 
each year," said Wenzel. "It's 
a huge help to the Lions to 
have that covered." 

Buchanon added that 
Wisp also provides all the 
rental ski equipment free of 
charge.

The driver said that one might 
bring home only a few dollars that day, but perhaps a

MARCH SUN - As March begins, the sun appears in 
front of the stars of Aquarius, moving a degree a day east 
ward relative to the stars. At noon on March 11, the sun 
enters Pisces, where it remains until 11 a.m. on April 18 
Both of these star groups are nearly lost in the sun's glare 
in March. The star group Aries is to the east of Pisces, so 
it sets after the sun, appearing low in the southwestern 
dusk. The star group Capricornus, to the west of Aquarius 
rises before the sun and is visible low in the southeastern 
dawn. In early March, sunrises in Garrett County are about 
6:55 a.m. while sunsets are about 6:15 p.m. (11.3 hours of 
daylight) 

On March 11, we shift to Daylight Saving Time, moving 
to the sunrise to 7:36 a.m. and sunset to 7:20 p.m. Around 
the end of March, Garrett County’s sunrises are 
7:05 a.m. and sunsets occur about 7:38 p.m. (12.5 hours of 
daylight). So during March, the stars are last seen around 
6:10 a.m. (early dawn) and then reappear about 8:30 p.m 
(late dusk) 

MARCH MOON - As March opens, the evening moon 
is just past half full in the evening sky. Those with binocu 
lars can spot the larger craters and mountain ranges along 
the straight or left edge of the moon. Below the moon is 
the star group Orion with his three-star belt. On the evening 
of March 7, the moon is full and appears underneath the 
orange planet Mars. The full moon 1s r I 
through telescopes or binoculars as the m 
shadows and the craters don’t stand out 
see are the darker lava plains and the lighter highlands 
(The dark lava plains, long cooled and hardened 
up the ‘woman in the moon’ or ‘man in the moon.’) Late 
on the evening of March 11, the moon appears below the 
star Spica and to the right of the planet Saturn. On March 
15, the moon appears half full in the southern dawn sky 
(This is another opportunity to spot the moon's craters and 
mountain ranges in the early daylight hours with binoculars 
or telescope. Look along the straight edge of the moon then 
for these details.) The waning crescent moon will be last 
seen in the southeast dawn on March 20. After being lost 
in the sun’s glare for several days, the moon again appears 
low in the western dusk on March 24. On the next evening 
the crescent moon is just to the right of the bright planet 
Jupiter. (Binoculars held steadily will allow you to see 
both the major moons of Jupiter and some lunar craters.) 
On March 26, the crescent moon appears to the left of the 
brilliant planet Venus. In the last two days of March, the 
evening half full moon appears above the star group Orior 
in the southwestern dusk 

MARCH PLANETS ~ The five nearest planets 
ily seen by eye, four of them shining steadily in contrast to 
the twinkling stars.

our film begins somewhere in Eastern Europe 

‘f paramilitary baddies hunting down a mother 

and her young son, who is wanted by EI Diablo for some 
rather unsavory reasons (he's the antichrist, or ademon vessel, 
or something). Heading up the seek-and-capture operation 
is a pretty boy, straight out of a Land’s End catalog, who 
has somehow ascended to a leadership position amidst this 
crew of roughnecks; making perfect sense. Explosions and 
unbearable one liners ensue 

On the other side of this equation is fighting monk Moreau 
(played by Idris Elba), who is working for a monastic order 
with intentions of denying the Devil his due. Hoping to keep 
‘the prophecy" from coming to pass, Moreau enlists the Ghost 
Rider in the quest to keep the boy from the Devil, with a prom- 
ise to €vorcise the demon causing his head to catch on fire 

All of this is, of course, incidental, as the point of the film 
seems to be to overwhelm the viewer with computer-generated 
fire and destruction. Though I typically find the 3-D experi- 
ence more trouble than it's worth, the medium works best in 
Ghost Rider when the filmmakers incorporate camera speed 
tricks and animated asides to keep the whole thing chuggin' 
along at a rapid pace 

Generally speaking though, the film seems to be absolutely 
uninterested in taking itself or its subject matter at all seri- 
ously. Don't let the surprisingly committed, and generally 
well-wrought, supporting performances of Elba and Ciaran 
Hinds (as the Devil) fool you; this thing has doubled down 
on stylized crazy 

But, if madness is our intended soup du jour and not sim- 
ply a product of bad filmmaking, then who better to lead the 
parade than Nicolas Cage, whose character is somehow less 
over-the-top when transmuted into a flaming CGI skeleton. 
Though many may feel put off by what Cage does on screen, 
it would be hard to label it boring 

Casual fans of the comic book film may be disappointed to 
find that in this movie there is no hero, just a "demon...with 
a hunger," as the protagonist himself explains. What we have 
in Ghost Rider: Spirit of Vengeance is a 96. ninute, non-stop, 
explosive, leather-clad, engine-revving mash-up, crafted with 
ill the care — and concern for depth — of a Metallica video. 

Where the film comes closest to succeeding is in its utter 
failure to repent for any of this. With that in mind, movie 
goers should allow their own sensibilities (and, in some cases, 
inner preteens) to guide them in their individual decisions to 
pony up 8 bucks for this gem or pass it by 

If the film's promotions have you under the impression 
that you'll enjoy it, well, then you most likely are under no 
illusion that you'll be bothered with any complex plot points 
yr character development. No, I must say that my biggest im- 
pression of this movie is that I have none at all.

When was the last time you checked your credit report? 
What does your credit report mean to those who lend you 
money and credit? Not only does your credit report affect 
your financial life, it can also affect your career, education, 
and the interest rates that lenders offer you 

By periodically reviewing your credit report you can see 
your payment history, understand how your credit is rated 
prevent errors from going undetected, and save delay when 
you need an accurate credit report 

lo order your free credit report, go to www.annualcre 
ditreport.com. Review your credit report from the three ma 
jor credit bureaus (Equifax, Experian, and TransUnion) 
getting one every few months. This keeps you up to date on 
the content and allows you to find any inconsistencies with 
in your financial information as you compare the reports 
rhe three major credit reporting agencies do not share in 
formation, so one report may not be identical to another 

A standard credit report contains a complete outline of 
your financial history. There are four parts to a standard 
report 

Personal Information — Your name, spouse's name, ad 
dress, previous address for the past 5-10 years, date of birth 
Social Security number (as well as that of your spouse), ad

Public Record — Monetary judgments, state an 
tax liens, and bankruptcies. This information is found by 
the bureaus from public records 

Inquiries - Everyone who has viewed your credit report 
recently. One kind of inquiry is generated when you apply 
for credit, insurance, or a job. Another is a promotional 
inquiry that is created when lenders ask the credit bureau 
for a list of people who fit a certain category so they can 
mail them pre-approved credit offers. A third inquiry type 
is created when lenders want to review their customers’ 
credit reports to increase credit limits before the holidays 
Customers who fit the qualifications will be granted more 
credit 

If you spot suspicious information, you should: Write 
a letter to each credit reporting bureau, giving your full 
name, and mailing address, date of birth and Social Se- 
curity number, and explain what information you think is 
inaccurate. Request a deletion or correction. In your letter 
clearly identify each item in your report that you dispute 
Sign your letter and enclose a copy of your report with the

SOUTHERN MAT CLUB WRESTLERS PLACE AT STATE CHAMPIONSHIPS ~— Young 
grapplers from the Southern Mat Club recently placed at the Maryland State Wrestling 
Association's state tournament, which was held at the Shipley Arena/Carroll County 
Agricultural Center in Westminster on Saturday, Feb. 18, and Sunday, Feb. 19. Taking 
third place in the 13/15, 85-pound division was Devan Hamrick, while Aiden Schwab 
took fourth place in the 7/8, 52-pound division and Joey McComas was sixth place in the 
9/10, 60-pound division. Other participants representing Garrett County were Anthony 
Smith, Quentin VanGorder, Reid Schenk, Jake Sweitzer, Nathan Tasker, Jimmy Schwab, 
and Erik Fike. Over 600 wrestlers from all parts of Maryland competed over the two- 
day event before state champions in 48 age and weight brackets were announced. All 
competitors had to place in the top three at one of the five regional qualifiers in order 
to be eligible for the contest. Some clubs had 25 to 30 wrestlers enter the tourney, 
while some individuais came on their own. Southern Mat Club had the largest presence 
from either Garrett or Allegany County. The event is the highest level of competition 
in Maryland for youth wrestling.

Just about everything in low Earth orbit is moving at 
roughly the same speed, about 17,500 miles/hour relative 
to the Earth below.

A major component of the 
budget that concerns MACo 
is the governor's proposal to 
"shift" teacher pension liabil- 
ity from the state to county 
governments. Effective July 1, 
2013, jurisdictions would pay 
for half of the combined cost 
of teachers’ Social Security 
and pension costs. Currently, 
counties only pay for the So- 
cial Security portion, which 
is about one-third of the total 
pension cost. 

"Counties are maxed out," 
Commissioner Jim Raley said 
at the Cumberland confer- 
ence. "Enough is enough.

It is critical, as 
if the pension shift occurs, it

Bartlett Backs 
Mustaches, But 
Not Tax Breaks

WASHINGTON - The 
American Mustache Institute 
ran with it — Rep. Roscoe 
Bartlett, R-Frederick, was 
introducing its legislation to 
give tax breaks to those sport- 
ing a ‘stache. 

The trouble was, Bartlett 
never heard of the "STACHE 
Act" — for the Stimulus to Al- 
low Critical Hair Expenses 
Act providing a $250 tax 
break to mustachioed-Amer- 
icans — and his press secretary 
never seriously submitted it as 
legislation. 

But that didn't stop the 
buzz about the cut. 

The American Mus- 
tache Institute proposed the 
STACHE Act based on the 
environmental, social, and 
economic impacts that musta- 
chioed-Americans contribute. 

"The cookie duster can 
act as a natural warming 
device, allowing the Mus- 
tached-American to reduce 
dependencies upon artificial 
healing devices,” wrote Dr. 
John Yeutter in a white paper 
proposal for the act. 

The $250 tax deduction 
would go toward grooming 
expenses, such as "trimming 
instruments,” "bacon," "DVD 
collections of 'Magnum P.]',"

Undoubtedly there are 
other financial benefits for 
the county derived from the 
lake, but these two seem to 
be the most significant. Let's 
consider for a moment what 
it would mean to the county 
if real estate values in District 
18 declined by just 15% 

If you do the math, you'll 
see that this would cut our 
county revenues by 9%, or 
about $6.6 million! In these 
financial times, this is the 
last thing we want to have 
happen 

However, this is already 
happening. Several lake-front 
property owners have ap- 
plied for, and been granted, a 
reduction in their real estate 
taxes based on reduced prop- 
erty values. While some of 
this loss of county revenue 
is due to the poor economy 
in general, some is also due 
to sediment accumulation 
in some coves of the lake 
that reduces the value of the 
property. To be sure, our “hair 
is not on fire," as there is time 
to fix these kinds of problems 

and we have a number of 
such problems, but not a lot 
of ume 

We need to recognize the 
benefit the lake affords our 
county and community. In 
order for revenues generated 
by the lake to continue m«¢ 
effort must be made to as 
sure the continued attractive 
ness of Deep Creek Lake for 
tourists and to maintain real 
estate values. As Deep Creek 
Lake is man-made, the effort 
to preserve the lake and its 
benefits to the county are not 
trivial. We need to take the 
necessary actions to preserve 
and husband our "goose that 
lays the golden eggs." 

This is our county and our 
community. If we don't look 
out for its welfare, who will?

MICROSCOPIC TRANSISTORS AND MOORE'S LAW

Q. it seems that computers keep getting better and faster 
but smaller in physical size. How long can that keep going on? 

When the first transistor was invented around 1948, the 
apparatus on the lab bench was bulky and the transistor a 
couple inches across. Times sure have changed. Today, over 
a trillion (1012) transistors fit in about that same space 

heoretically, transistors could be made smaller, and the 
ultimate tiny size would be only three atoms: one to be the 
emitter, one the gate, and one the collector. The wisecrack 
going around in 1960 was "Yeah, but it sure would be tough 
to solder on the connecting wires." Manufacturing tech- 
niques improved rapidly, and before long, there were mul-

Back in the 1960s and 1970s, it was noticed that the com 
puting power of chips tended to double every 18 months 
That became known in the trade as "Moore's Law,” after 
Gordon Moore, co-founder of Intel Corp. Everybody con- 
sidered it a rough approximation, and nobody expected the 
trend to continue indefinitely. However, the trend has con- 
tinued for nearly half a century, as elements on a computer 
chip have become incredibly small 

Looking back, the improvement has been stunning 
The 16 GB removable drive that is about the size of your 
thumb has storage capacity that would have occupied many 
square miles a half century ago. Compute 2 to the power 
of (45/1.5) and get over a billion. If Moore's law holds for 
50 cycles (75 years) the improvement will be over 1,015, a 
quadrillion, a thousand trillion 

No one working in any factory of the 1970s could have 
foreseen the improvement. Circuit boards are now printed 
via microphotolithography, and transistors too small to see 
are then etched onto the surface. The smallest dimension 
in com roduction now is 22 nanometers (22 x 10-9

A mouth guard is a flexible piece of plastic that fits over 
the upper teeth to protect them from injury when playing 
sports. An athlete is 60 times more likely to injure his or 
her teeth when not wearing a mouth guard. Mouth guards 
should be worn for any sports activities that may pose ‘a 
risk of falls or contact with other players or equipment, 
which includes non-contact sports such as gymnastics and 
skateboarding 

Sixty percent of facial injuries occur during sports prac- 
tice. Sports such as football, lacrosse, and hockey generally 
require players to wear a mouth guard. Surprisingly, the 
oral injury rate for football players is lower than all other 
sports, including women's basketball, because the players 
are required to wear mouth guards. Mouth injuries resulting 
from basketball and baseball account for nearly half of all 
sports-related mouth injuries 

There are three types of mouth guards to choose from 
A stock mouth guard is sold in sporting goods stores in 
varying sizes and 1s held in place by simply biting down 
Che "boil-and-bite" mouth guards are the most common 
and can also be found in sporting goods stores. These are 
softened in boiling water and then formed to fit the mouth 
Finally, a dentist can make a custom-made mouth guard 
Although these are the most expensive, they are also the 
best for preventing oral injury 

When choosing a mouth guard, make sure (hat il is flex 
ible, durable, comfortable, and resistant to tears. It should 
fit properly, not obstruct breathing or speaking, and be 
odorless and tasteless. A good mouth guard should also be 
easy to clean 

Remember that a mouth guard is much less expensive 
and a lot less painful than repairing a broken tooth. More 
than 200,00 injuries are prevented each year by wearing 
appropriate mouth protection. If your child thinks that a 
mouth guard is not "cool," remind him or her that neither 
is missing front teeth

The DNR recently in- 
formed the county that there 
is a $40,000 deficit in the 
total funding required to 
complete all components of 
the study and that the com- 
missioners needed to decided 
immediately if they wanted to 
contribute more 

After a long deliberation 
at Monday's emergency ses- 
sion, the Board of Garrett 
County Commissioners, on 
a motion by chairman Jim 
Raley which was seconded 
and carried by Commissioner 
Bob Gatto, approved the ad- 
ditional funding of $40,000 
Commissioner Gregan Craw- 
ford voted against the motion. 

Crawford issued a state- 
ment Tuesday morning, out- 
lining his reasons for voting 
against the proposal. He 
noted that the commission- 
ers unanimously committed 
the original $65,000 because 
of the economic value of 
Deep Creek Lake to Garrett 
County

More Local Hunters 
Will Receive Bear 
Hunting Permits 


Garrett County hunters 
will have a better chance 
of getting a bear hunting 
permit in the 2012 season 
Paul Peditto, director of the 
Wildlife and Heritage Ser 
vice, informed Sen. George 
Edwards last Thursday that 
the Department of Natural 
Resources will amend its 
lottery protocols, 
allocate 25 percent of the bear 
hunting permits to western 
Maryland residents 

"In other words, a mini- 
mum of 25 percent of all bear 
permits will be assigned to 
those hunters who live in the 
current bear hunting 'zone,"" 
Peditto wrote in a letter to 
Edwards. "We anticipate this 
change will ensure local hunt- 
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being drawn for bear permits 
Likewise, local hunters, who 
have greater access to local 
private land, will more effec 
tively and efficiently help us 
achieve our bear management 
goal to slow the growth of 
Maryland's bear population 
particularly nuisance bears 
on private lands in western 
Maryland.” 


Though local hunters will 
be ensured at least 25 percent 
of the permits, they could end 
up receiving 50 percent of 
them. Garrett and Allegany

The basic mission 
of the non-religious, non-political organization is to recruit medical volunteers to 
travel to the most dangerous piaces on the planet and offer their expertise to help 
heal human beings whose bodies have been broken. Tuel did just that, and risked his 
life in a number of ways to attend to people living in nearly unimaginable conditions 
He did what he could to help, and that translated into more than 200 surgeries in a 
hospital equipped with 1950s technology. But first he had to get there, and when he 
did arrive, he found the weicome less than friendly. The fire above was the result 
of a deadly Al Qaida bombing that took 30 lives, and happened just prior to his

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Five Weeks In Nigeria; Dr. David Tuel 
Experiences A Foreign World With MSF 


DR. DAVID TUEL 
MSF VOLUNTEER 
by Mary Sincell McEwen 


A traffic jam. A long line 
at the grocery check-out. 
An ATM that won't work 
A spat with a spouse. A 
dead cell phone. A locked 
up computer. All of these 
are daily stresses familiar to 
most. People understand the 
frustration and exasperation 
that come hand-in-hand with 
these obstacles of daily life, 
and sometimes can even be- 
come a little closed off to the 
far more dire plight of many 
human beings in the world 

Dr. David Tuel, a local 
orthopedic surgeon, learned 
first hand about far different 
daily stresses in the lives of 
those who live in Port Hai 
court, Nigeria. He spent five 
weeks with the people there, 
risking his life literally every 
second of that time as a vol- 
unteer with Doctors Without 
Borders, or MSF (Médecins 
Sans Frontiéres) 

Life in that part of the 
world is a terrifying, violent 
state of affairs for nearly 
everyone. With very little 
government control and even 
less policing on the streets, 
Port Harcourt is basically ina 
state of anarchy, giving it the 
distinction of being ranked 
internationally as one of the 
most dangerous places on the 
planet. It has held that distinc- 
tion since 2009, according to 
the human resources unit of 
New York-based Marsh & 
McLennan Companies 

So what makes an Ameri 
can physician from a quiet 
rural area in the mountains of 
Maryland want to put himself 
in that kind of danger? 

"When I was a kid in Sis 
tersville, W.Va., | would read 
National Geographic and look 
at all those pictures of far 
away places. | really wanted

Tuel is also a naturally hard 
worker who has a penchant 
for pushing himself, both at 
work and in his personal life 
He exercises regularly, riding 
his bike for multiple miles at 
a time, or running for just as 
many miles. He is currently 
training for the SavageMan 
Triathlon, in fact. 

So it was part wanderlust, 
part self-challenge, and part 
a wish to help out where he 
could that led Tuel to MSF 
Being accepted as a volunteer 
in the organization is no easy 
task. Tuel said the vetting 
process is long and arduous, 
taking him about a year to 
finally be accepted and to 
move forward 

"They don't kid around 
at MSF," Tuel said. "They 
go where no one else goes; 
where people are hurting the 
most. It's risky business." 

Indeed. Part of the regis- 
tration process involved three 
questions. These questions 
were to be known only by 
Tuel and his family. They 
would be utilized should the 
doctor experience one of the 
top dangers to volunteers: if 
he were kidnapped. 

At his Garrett College 
presentation, he pulled a 
plastic bag out of his pocket 
Inside the bag were Tylenol 
capsules, Ibuprofen, malaria

"This is my kidnap pack," 
he said.

On the spiritual plane, the 
difference is between someone wno does what is 
good out of sheer adherence to moral or religious 
precepts, acting primarily from a fear of hellfire, 
damnation, or similar punishment, rather than froma 
love of God and his fellow man. We should cultivate 
first and foremost a love of God, and secondly a love 
of our fellow man. The rest will fall naturally into 
place 

“Jesus replied: “‘Love the Lord your God 
with all your heart and with all your soul and 
with your entire mind.’ This is the first and 
greatest commandment. And the second is 
like it: ‘Love your neighbor as yourself.’ All 
the Law and the Prophets hang on these two 
commandments.”

Q. I was in a jewelry store and saw some pretty jewelry that

was sort of iridescent glass. It said it was dichroic glass and 
said something about NASA and using electron beam guns to 
make it. What is this glass? 

A. This is a one of the new varieties of man-made jew 
elry making use of high technology in the manufacturing 
process, The sparkling multiple colors, which change when 
you look at it from different angles, gives this material a 
really dazzling appearance 

The basic science here is optics, specifically the reflection 
and transmission of light traveling through glass and metal- 
lic layers. An ordinary mirror on the wall just has a thick 
coating of aluminum on the back (a layer of paint), and so 
all wavelengths of light bounce off and are returned through 
the glass entirely, causing the entire image to come back to 
you — a reflection. On the other hand, optical coatings on 
photographic lenses are thin films designed to selectively al 
low some wavelengths to pass through while reflecting away 
other wavelengths. You can buy various types of camera 
filters that allow only certain light to pass through into the 
camera. A “haze filter" is the most common example 

Dichroic glass jewelry operates on similar optical prin 
ciples. The name "dichroic" is chosen because it's a "high 
tech" word. Actually, true dichroism is a different topic, hav 
ing to do with the polarization of the light passing through

When light enters the film at an angle, the thickness of 
the film in the direction of travel is a different amount, and 
that will be % and '2 wavelength for some other colors. As 
a result, the color that is reflected back or transmitted for 
ward depends on geometry and the angle at which you view 
the glass. A slight change in angle changes the wavelength 
(color) that will reach your eye. That's what causes the col 
orful "sparkle." 

How is such a material manufactured? The phrase 
"NASA technology” is primarily intended to enhance thé 
sales appeal. An electron beam gun ts by now a stan 
piece of manufacturing equipment, capable of deposi 
ing a great deal of energy in an extremely tiny space. In a 
vacuum chamber, the heat from the high-speed electrons 
causes metal to vaporize, and that vapor condenses on the 
surface of glass, forming a thin film of metal. Then a thin 
protective coating of transparent quartz is added. After that 
another thin-film layer can be deposited, again coated with 
quartz, and so on for dozens of layers. None of these step 
takes very long 

The thickness of any one layer can easily be varied by 
depositing more vapor (by leaving the electron beam run 
a bit longer). The entire multi-layer coating is still under a

bright colors emerging. The internal films change the opti 
cal properties, reflect or transmit some light outward, and 
produce the glitter and sparkle effects 

In yet another step, one such piece of dichroic glass can 
be fused with another, resulting in still more interesting 
color effects. After that, a laser beam can be used to etch 
away the coating in precise patterns, to make lettering or 
drawings. The craftsmanship of making this kind of jewelry 
offers an unlimited range of artistry

In any tree, the essential chemical process is photosyn 
thesis, where sunlight is used to convert water and carbon 
dioxide to sugars, which are the tree’s food.

Not much happens until the buds 
open up, but then the process of photosynthesis speeds up 
Eventually the tree leafs out, and plenty of food is produced

YRBS STUDENT SURVEY 

A student survey will be conducted in the middle and 
high schools during the week of April 9 by the Garrett 
County Health Department. This survey will use the Youth 
Risk Behavior Survey (YRBS), a national survey developed 
by the U.S. Centers for Disease Control and Prevention 
(CDC) in 1990 to monitor areas of health risk for youth 
and young adults. This survey was previously conducted 
statewide in Maryland in 2007. The YRBS was previously 
administered in Garrett County in 2010. The survey will 
assist local agencies in obtaining various state and federal 
grants, and will allow for comparison with the Maryland 
state results, as well as with results from other states 

The surveys are anonymous; no individual students or 
their responses will be identified. The survey will take about 
30 to 45 minutes.
